The law enforcement agencies of at least three countries are working folntly today In an 
all-out attempt to find Gordon L. Echenberg, B.CL 2, President of the Students' Society, Chairman 
of the Students' Executive Council, and the man believed to have stolen over $80,000 from 
the Students' Society funds here at McGill. 



The police search, taking In Ca- 
nada, the United States, and Me- 
xico, began last night at 9 pm, 
when Mrs. Sadie Hempey, boolc* 
keeper to .the SEC discovered that 
ait the. petty cash bad disappeared 
from the Box Office safe. . 

After conferring witli Peter King, 
Vice-President of . the Students' So- 
ciety, and other members of Coun- 
cil, it was decided .that the main 
vault should also be examined. It 
was tltcn that the staff realized 
the full seriousness of the matter 
— over $75,000 in negotiable 
bonds, notes, and small currency 
had been taken from the vault. 

Montreal police were immediate- 
ly called in, and the search began. 
It wasn't until early this morning 
that Echenberg was known to have 
disappeared. He was last reported 
seen descending the fire escape 
from his fourth-floor room in the 
Union at 3 am by Bill, the night 
watchman. 

Dragnet 
As a direct result of this fact, 
Montreal's largest dragnet since 
the Boyd Case was put into ope- 
ration, completely encircling Mont- 
real and cncompassbig all bridges, 
bus depots, and the International 
Airport.

Then, at 6:38, EST, the British 
Observatory reported a missile ra- 
pidiy nearing the moon's surface. 
5 minutes' and 6i>3 seconds later, 
the object struck- the moon's sur- 
face and a flag was released from 
iU tip. ■ 

Within minutes, the US and the 
USSR reacted, each one claiming 
that the flag was theirs, Intensive 
work on the part o£ the British 
soon disproved these clabns with 
the earth-shaking announcement 
that "the flag presently Implanted 
in the third lateral, fifteenth per- 
pendicular is not that of a major 
power; hi fact, it is not even a 



national flag but the insignia of a 
university — McGill University 
}t Montreal, Canada, a foremost 
member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations." ' ■ 

The British release went on to 
express the hope that this great 
success of the Eïeneh-Canadlens 
would prove advantageous towards 
cementing English - French rela- 
tions in Canada, and also mention- 
ed in passing the fact that Britain 
did not need the ECM or de 
Gaulle — they had the Common- 
wealth and Canada. 

Kennedy Gets Jolt 

The attitude of the American 
and Soviet foreign embassies has 
been very erratic. Kennedy an- 
nounced-, his extreme pleasure in 
the "woiiderful results of this, the 
first joint American-Canadian spa- 
ce project" only' to he told. by 
Prhne Jklinister Diefenbaker that 
he could Vgo to'- hélL^ Well even 
give you transportation if it will 
get you there faster". 

Encouraged by this rebuff, Gro- 
myko sent a Soviet letter of con- 
gratulations, adding that perhaps 
a pooling of Canadian and Soviet 



investigation might prove benefi- 
cial to boUi. "I doubt it very much" 
replied Diefenbaker. 

When Professor Bull and Dean 
Mordell were questioned by news- 
men, they did not have too mucA 
to say.

Echenberg, a small, shy, unas- 
sumbig law student, was elected 
by acclamation last year as leader 
of some 10,000 students at McGill, 
and until last night, was believed 
to have done an adequate job in 
his position. 

He was not, however, above sus- 
picion, as Myron Galloway, the new 
Secretary-Treasurer of' the SEC 
told the Daily, "I had a strange 
feelhig about that boy". Miss Hem- 
pey. a veteran employee in the 
Union was asked to comment, but 
could only mutter "he was like a 
son to me, a son I" 

As the full significance of the 
deed reached each person involved 
at the Union last night, the name 
of Echenberg could be heard in 
the undercurrent of whisperhig 



that took place as the police looked 
for fingerprints and other, details 
that could be used u conclusive 
evidence. 

Union In Jeopardy 
One of the main results of 
Echcnbcrg's disappearance with 
the money, is the jeopardy in which 
the plans for the New Union are 
placed. It Is now doubtful whether 
it can be built at afl, unless of 
course Echenberg should be found, 
with the money. 

Constable Roméo* Bédard, in 
charge of Montreal's dragnet, stat- 
ed, "It will be difficult, but crime 
never pays, and the criminal always 
returns to the scene of the crime, 
so the truth will out in the end. 

Echenberg's close friend and 
personal lawyer, 0. Joseph Oliver, 
had this to say. "Professional ethics 
prevent me from making a défini» 
tive statement on these recent do* 
velopments. But. I can say that 
Gordie was a good man — he told 
me that many times". 



R. Levesque ^Suggests' 
Mationalized Education

Québec* universities may be next on the nationalization list 
of the Provincial government. 



The report, which came from 
usually well-informed sources, dis- 
closed that Rene Levesque, Quebec 
Minister of Natural Resources al- 
luded to the possibility of a go- 
vernment take-over of the assets 
of the universities in a small, in- 
formal meeting in the town of 
Gaspé yesterday. 

Lévesque, who Is generally ac- 
knowledged to have been the 
spearhead behind the decision to 
nationalize private power compa- 
nies in the province, was unavail- 
able for comment. 

The report went on to say that 
Lévesque placed no timetable on 
any such university take-over, but 
that he '.'appeared quite anxious 
to get the job over wiUi" with a 
minhnum of delay. .The Minister 
outlined a, number of reasons to 
support his alleged stand :' 

Firstly, he pointed out that the 
inOuz of teachers and professors 
from outside the Province da- 
maged the reputations of Quebqc's 
"native" educators; and further 
limited opportunities for them. 
Discrimination 
Secondly, he alluded to an al- 
leged reluctance on the part of 
English speaking universities to 
hire French - educated professors, 
particularly In the fields of scien- 
ce, despite "obviously sound cre- 
dentials". 

The Minister went on to say that 
aside from all this, there was 
a general belief In Government 
circles that the administration of 
the universities could be handled 
more effectively, and with - less 
expense, if under government su- 
pervision. He did not specify how Galloway explained that he ca. 
dose this supervision would be^ refully weighed 'Uie good points 



Levesque apparenUy . .dabned 
that the Government Incurred tin- 
necessary' expenses in carrj^ng out 
its preisent program , of nnondal 
kid to students, expenses which 
could not, be cut down as long as 



the current system of working 
"through two bureaucracies" was 
maintained. ITiese ^'two bureau» 
cracies" are Uie Government's Mi» 
nistry of Youth and Welfare, and 
the Student Aid Office of the par- 
ticular university concerned. • 

He claimed that all the educa. 
tional facilities of the universities 
could be maintained under the- 
new plan, and even improved, with ' 
a lot less expense and a lot mora 
aid to needy scholars, "And un- 
der tiie new plan", he allegedly 
said, "Quebec's ownledueators will 
be able to achieveTtheir rightful 
place among the- best anywhere." 

The Minister did not disclose 
any more detailed plans than the- 
se, but a further statement is ex- 
pected in the near future. Mean- 
while, there is general speculation 
in Quebec City as to how much of 
the plan is the government's, and 
how much it is Uie personal one of 
Lévcsque's. 



Galloway Resigns 

In his office bite last night My- 
ron Galloway, Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Students' Sodety, emotional- 
ly described one of the biggest 
decisions of his life to a hurriedly- 
called press conference. 

"I have rsesigned," he said, "my- 
self to the fact that I will be work- 
ing with students for many years 
to come." 

He said the dedsion came after 
much concentrated thinking and 
contbiuous soul-searching. Some 
job-searching also came into the 
picture.

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Workmen Find f^emains 
Of Antient MtGill Man

Early yesterday morning, workmen excavating the site of 
the former Prejbyferlan College came opoti what may well be 
the anthropological find of the century. 



A report of apparently human 
remains beneath the cellar of the 
College. brought i team of dittin» 
guished university antbropoloslsts 
and arcbeologistfr, as well as Mont- 
real's homicide squad, hurrying to 
the scene. The 1,235,000-years old 
specimen was pronounced dead fif- 
teen minutes after discovery, by 
Dr. Wilder Casey, eminent intern 
at MNI. 

Dr. W. A. Westlcy, Head of the 
Department of Sociology and An- 
thropology, hailed the fossil dis- 
covery remains as those of the 
missing linic between man and 
the apes (to be technical, preho- 
minid forms such as Australopl- 
thiclnae). The link, whom Dr. 
Westlcy has given the scientific 
appellation Anthroplthecui prêt- 
bytcriendt (no reflection on Pres- 
byterians; finds are customarily 
named after discovery sites— cd.), 
is expected to create a scientific 
sensation. . '

Drapeau Attàckëd 
When Hitch-Hikers 
Storm The City Hall

In the early hours of the 
morning. Irate hitch-hikers, per- 
secuted and frustrated by the 
efforts of the Police de Mont- 
réal to engage In the practice 
of hltch-hil<lng, stormed City 
-iail. They dragged out the 
i^ayor, who was. In conference 
with the Chief of Police and 
Chairman Lucien Saulniér. They 
'ailed to capture Saulnier and 
Chief Robert because of the 
prompt aid summoned to the 
scene, and some quick thinking 
and hiding on their part. 

The ringleaders of the attempt- 
ed coup were supposed to be the 
executive of the SOH (Save Our 
Hitchhikers), a group organized 
by that respectable paper, the 
Daily, and whose President was 
he has since fled the country) 
the Infamous "Bloody Boris" Mc- 
Nevin. 

Eruption 

Meanwhile, the arrival of some 
of Montreal's finest on tho scene 
caused th£ eruption of mass hoo- 
liganism and bribery.

With the entrahce:of the McGiU 
division of .the:CaTe,t(Coke of To- 
ronto Co.)Vordèr ~«àa"testored and 
the offenders rounded tip and sent 
to Bordeaux "That Rat Hole" JaiL 
Commenting on the efficiency of

Rumours that a bomb had been planted In Redpath Library 
were proved unfounded last night, after a team of experts had 
searched the building from top to bottom.

The scare started when Richard 
Pennington received an anony- 
mous phonecall, informing him 
that a bomb, of the obsolescent 
type used in World War n, had 
been hidden In one of the exhibi- 
tion cases of the Library, care- 
fully disguised as an ASUS photo 
contest entry. Pennington stated 
that the call had come from a girl 
with an English accent, , but be 
could not remember exactly what 
she had said, nor did he find out 
how she came to possess this 
piece of Information. 

"Frankly," he stated, "I was so 
alarmed at the news that I hung 
up and organfaced a search-party. 
Fortunately it was nearly 10 pm, 
so there were very few students 
around. 

Lolita Found 

"We looked through the exhibi- 
tion cases in the smoking room 
first, examining each picture mi- 
nutely, and as we found nothing, 
we proceeded to search the build- 
ing." This reporter, who happened 
to be in the Library at. the time, 
was roped into the search, which 
yielded : halt a carton of cigaret- 
tes, a paper bag filled with mouldy 
sandwiches, three briefcases ht the 
stacks, two issues of Playboy in 
the Periodicals Room, and a four 
page book which turned out to be 
a censored copy of "Lolita" — 
but no bomb. 

As it was very , late, it was de- 
cided to leave the building, with 
two Janitors hi charge. Pennington 
said in his office that the whole 
affair must have been a hoax 
probably planned by Engineers — 
and that he was not amused. 

He added that this would be a 
very bad time to blow up the LI 
brary, as people ara boginnhig to 
study for the exams, "and all the 
work spent on moving the file 



catalogues Into Tyndale Hall would 
have been wasted." 

Dr. H. Rocke Robertson express- 
ed to the Daily his disapproval of 
the "irresponsible pranksters who 
have no respect for an institution 
of learning" and declared that he 
too was not amused by the inci- 
dent. Gordon Echenberg was not 
available for comment, and Peter 
King had left a sign on his door 
saying "Studying -in Library" and 
could not be reached.
